A CHEAT BRIDGE THE NEXT THING 
The formal announcement of P. K. Vat! Valk- 
enhurgh. secretary of the Automobile Association 
of the state of Florida, contained* in a recent is* 
sue of the Albany-Deeatur Daily, to the eff-ct 
that all automobile tourists 
to 
Florida 
from 
Northern paints will be routed via the Bee Line 
Highway, presents still another opportunity for 
progress to all cities and towns along the foute. 
And ft is no mean advantage that is being of­ 
fered. Of the 400,000 tourists visiting the land 
of flowers in the winter, half of this number is 
said to go In automobiles, which make their di­ 
rect turn South at Nashville, Tenn. Here-to-fore 
as the merits of the Bee Line route were not suf­ 
ficiently known, practically all of this traffic has 
been routed out of Nashville, via Huntsville, Gun* 
tersfnfe, Gadsden, Rome, Ga., to Atlanta, thence 
-? to ■ Ftortawg r*- —« . - *if; 
Under the new arrangement tourists will be 
advised that the Bee Line route is very much 
shorter, and more available in every way, This 
line leads out from Nashville, to Columbia, De­ 
catur, Albany, HartséBe, Cullman, and so on the 
Birmingham and thence Uo 
Jacksonville 
and 
Southern Florida. 
According to Mr. Van .Valk- 
enburgh, who has recently tried out the merits of 
the Bee Line, it is much better already than the 
old line via Home. He suggests that certain rough 
places south of Cullman and in the southeastern 
part of the state be smoothed over at an early 
date. Thft work is reported as partially com­ 
pleted at the present writing, and that acceptable 
assurances have been given, that all bad places in 
the route will be mended during this summer. 
It would seem that by ah means that new Bee 
Une Association recently organized in Albany, 
should take an active and leading part in putting 
the Bee U se in first class condition. It is the 
f intention of the organization through i{s officers 
to assume full responsibility for the work needed, 
and to go about the same without a day’s delay. 
It is not exactly a “tide” in our affairs that seems 
to be leading us on to fortune; but it is a “road,” 
and it will lead to much good fortune, if there is 
no hitch or delay or neglect on the part of those 
charged with the responsibility of making the 
“Bee Line” literally “as busy as a bee.” 
By way of encouragement to take advantage 
of present opportunities it is not amiss to read 
once htóre the advice of Shakespeare, on the im­ 
portance of taking time by the forelock. He says; 
“There is a tide in the affairs of life, which taken 
at ft* flood leads on to fortune; neglected, all the

It is well to keep in mind that Mr. Van Valk- 
enburgh said also, in connection with 
certain 
road improvement demanded by his Association, 
that if the assurances given him “pan out” there 
remains no question as to the future of the Bee 
Une Route.

With the new route’s success assured, we may 
look for a renewal of interest, locally, in the erec­ 
tion of a wagon bridge across the Tennessee river 
at this point. Such a coraumation would be the 
logical one and is devoutly to be wished for by all 
forward looking persons of the immediate com­ 
munity and for miles around. This section has 
come as near having greatness “thrust upon it,” 
as ever happens in this world. We are on two of 
the great trunk lines of the nation, are located in 
a rich valley, and close beside a great river. But 
as long as no bridge spans the Tennessee at the 
Twin Cities the river acts as a bar to progress in 
some respect*. When the Bee Line route matter 
is settled right beyond question, new plans should 
be made or the old ones revived for building a 
great bridge here to act as a connecting link be­ 
tween the Bee line roads North and South.

FOLLOWED “ERIK THE REP” 


Colony of loslandsrs Settled in Green­ 
land About 994, but Finally 
Completely Disappeared. 


Erfk Rufus, vulgarly dubbed “The 
Red,” rftn on to Greenland in 981. 
Erik's Norwegian father had found 
It convenient to go with his family to 
Iceland to escape the strong hand of 
the law, which was reaching out for 
him pn account of a murder he had 
committed fn his native land. 
Young Erik had not been In Ice­ 
land long before he, too, became in­ 
volved in a dispute with a fellow 
townsman, and with the termination 
of the argtqnent 
Erik's antagonist 
was dead. In attempting to escape 
the pursuit of justice he accidentally 
discovered the coast of Greenland. 
Having spent two or three years in 
exploring the country he had found, 
he -somehow obtained the pardot of 
the folks back in Iceland, and de­ 
cided to pay them a visit. 
He Insisted that, in contrast to Ice­ 
land, the new country was n land of 
green meadows and 
rich 
pastures, 
abounding in cattle and every species 
of game. Hit enthusiasm, or his ef­ 
frontery, worked like magic, and he 
went hack to Greenland, which he had 
named himself, wtth a numerous fol­ 
lowing. The colony prospered under 
Erik’s successors—it once numbered 
2.000, but disappeared completely In 
the fifteenth century. 
Whether the 
settlers all perished or were gradual­ 
ly “assimilated” by the Eskimos, no 
man knows. 


STARTING A NEWSPAPER 
A friend of ours who wants to take a hand in 
state politics asks us to tell him “how much it will 
cost to establish a newspaper.” 
In our reply we said: “You can start a hand­ 
set weekly paper for $4,000 or $5,000. If you ex­ 
pect to install a typesetting machine the plant will 
cost you $8,000 to $10,000. To start a small 
daily it will be necessary to invest three or four 
times the last named amount.” 
And these estimates, you will note, are for 
“starting” a newspaper. Establishing a news­ 
paper is an entirely different matter. It may be 
necessary to spend three or four times the cost of 
the plant before the paper ever pays dividends. 
In fact, it may never puy. This depends largely 
on the field and on the good sense and judgment 
of the publisher. 
One good weekly newspaper is sufficient for 
any town or city of less than 5,000 imputation. 
One good daily is ample for any city of less than 
30,000. 
Two daily newspapers manage to exist 
in Jackson and Vicksburg. Several small fortunes 
have been spent in trying to establish a second 
dailv in Meridian. 
Similar efforts 
have been 
made in Hattiesburg and Natchez and without 
success. 
Another fact which newspaper men 
shpuld 
bear in mind fs that no weekly paper has ever been 
made to pay in a city which has a daily. This has 
been tried in Jackson, Vicksburg, Meridian, Hat­ 
tiesburg, Greenwood and several other Mississippi 
cities and failure has resulted in ‘each instance.— 
Laurel (Miss.) Leader.

Horse races are a popular amuse­ 
ment in Mongolia. During the prelimi­ 
nary training of the entries, according 
to a writer In the Geographic Maga­ 
zine, each competing pony Is tied to a 
rope picketed on the grass plain. This 
rope is shortened every day by a cer­ 
tain number of inches, thus reducing 
the circle In which the animal can 
graze. Yet, strange at it may seem, this 
method of gradual starvation—tested 
by centuries—appears to Increase rath­ 
er than diminish its endurance. 
On the day of the racq fetlocks are 
clipped and manes and tails tightly 
plaited with varicolored ribbons, so as 
to offer as little wind resistance as 
possible. 
The jockeys are children, 
and ft Is not unusual to see lads of 
nine or ten start on the exhausting 
stampede, which a Mongol race really 
la. 
No saddles are allowed, but each 
rider is given a heavy whip and a 
handkerchief. With the latter he leans 
over and wipes the dust from the eyes 
and nostrils of his mount, as otherwise 
the dust of the steppe might injure 
wind or eyesight. 
Enthusiastic owners or spectators, 
including bishops and archbishops of 
the Lamaist tolth, gallop out to meet 
the contestants and assist in whipping 
them In. But sometimes two favorites 
arrive at the finish literally leaning 
against each other, shoulder to shoul­ 
der. Thus they support each other on 
the ran, though both are so exhausted 
that if they were suddenly separated 
they would drop In their tracks. 
Wonderful tales are told of the dis­ 
tances covered by famous Mongol ra­ 
cers at a stretch. 
Fifty, even 100 
miles at full gallop, are claimed. This 
la doubtless exaggeration, but 15 and 
2o-mile races at great speed over a 
straight course, are well authenticated.

After the conquest of England, Har- 
flcur became the principal port of Nor­ 
mandy. 
The dukes and merchant* 
worked together to make Harfleur a 
great maritime center. 
During the 
earlier period of the Hundred Years' 
war the sailors of Harfleur were the 
terror of the English. Naturally, ssys 
Herbert Adam Gibbons, in Harper’s 
Magazine, when Henry V felt that the 
time had come to annex Normandy to 
England, he made a point of establish­ 
ing his control of the Seine by seizing 
Harfleur, expelling 1,600 families, and 
Installing a strong garrison there. For 
thirty years Harfleur was in the hands 
of the English. 
So sure were they of 
permanent occupancy that they built 
the tower of St. Martin's, one of the 
glories of Normandy. 
In the great 
revolt against the foreign occupation, 
(hat swept over Normandy In 1445. 
the bourgeois of Harfleur opened their 
gates to Grouchy de Monteroller, and 
drove out the English garrison. 
The 
English returned two years later. But 
It was a dying spurt. In 1450 the in­ 
vader of a hundred year* waa com­ 
pelled to give up his hold on the mouth 
of the Seine. The people of Harfleur 
stni celebrate the uprising of 1446 on 
November 4. 


Beautiful Petrified Wood*. 
The petrified woods are beautiful 
objects for study. 
When thin slices 
are carefully ground down to a thick­ 
ness of 0.008 Inch or lews and placed un­ 
der the microscope they show perfect­ 
ly the origina) wood strut ture, all the 
cells being distinct, though now they 
are replaced by chalcedony. By study­ 
ing the sections F. H. Know I ton. of the 
geological snrvey, has found that most 
of these araucarlan tree» were of the 
species Araucnrioxylon arlsonleum, a 
tree now extinct. It Is known to have 
lived at the same geologic time alto 
In the east-cent ral part of the United 
State*, where the remains of some of 
Its associates have also been found.

Included 
other 
cone-bearing 
trees, ferns, cy«*Hd*. and gigantic horse­ 
tails, which indicate that at that time 
the rainfall of the South*eat was 
abundant.
